Boyd of Jersey City, was one of a 


number of men who had Jersey cattle 


rn the auction here at Davis Brothers 


pavalion two weks ago last S a tu r­ 
day, the day following the fall auc­ 
tion a t the Jersey Isle farm west of 
the city. 
The day of the sale a representa­ 
tive of the S tate board was here and 
ordered th at some of the cattle sold 
be quarantined and held the required 
length of time. 
Some of the cattle 
were held despite the fact that they 
had been disposed of. 
The S tate law provides th at all 
cattle shipped into Indiana and sold 
for dairy or breeding purposes must 
be examined for 
tuberculosis,

safe, according to word received in 
Vienna, lf this news is true there has 
ended an incident that might have 
done much to widen the breach be­ 
tween Austria and Servia. 
Throughout all Europe there sw’ept 
a feeling of relaxation. The war scare 
died over night. 
In all the capitals 
where the day before they were call­ 
ing extras that spelled "war” across 
their pages, men awakened to the fact 
that after all there was nothing much 
to fight about. A strip of seacoast in 
faraway Albania, the desire of little 
Servia for an Adriatic seaport, and the 
jealousy of Austria were surely not 
matters important enough to plunge 
all Europe into war. So the scare that 
had been used by stock manipulators 
for the most part died the death and 
there was nothing but talk of modera­ 
tion on the streets and in the chan­ 
cellories. 
In the meantime from the little town 
near the Tchataldja lines where the 
plenipotentiaries of Bulgaria and the 
allies have sat them down to talk of 
peace while the armies rest, comes 
scanty news. 
A statement that may have been au­ 
thorized by the Bulgarian government 
has been telegraphed from Sofia. 
It 
says that Bulgaria is anxious to con­ 
vince the world of the reasonableness 
of her earnest wish for peace. 
Bul­ 
garia will l»e ready to make important 
modifications of the conditions. 
The 
Bulgars. says this statement, regard 
essentials as more important than 
forms, and are quite willing to spare 
the feelings of the Ottoman govern 
ment as far as possible. 
Subject to certain conditions, the 
withdrawal of the troops from the 
Tchataldja lines might not he insisted 
upon and the present demand for the 
sur ender of Adrianople might be mod­ 
ified. 
If satisfactory guarantees were 
given that the garrison there would 
fight no more, the garrison might be 
allowed to march out. 
Thus the statement ends: 
“Believ­ 
ing that the powers are sincerely de­ 
sirous that 
i>eace be restored and 
maintained. Bulgaria and her allies 
are willing to do everything possible 
to bring about such a consummation.” 
In diplomatic circles here it Is said 
that Turkey has presented to the Bul­ 
garian pleni|K»tentiaries as a basis for 
an agreement acceptable to Turkey 
the following terms: 
First, no war indemnity. 
Second, tile retention of all that ter­ 
ritory belonging to Turkey in Europe 
bounded by the Meiitza river, includ­ 
ing the fortress of Adrianople. 
Third, the maintenance of the au­ 
thorly of the sultan in Albania. 
While they are talking of peace in 
the east, in Albania the Servian army 
is coming daily nearer to Durazzo, the 
seaport that was the cause of the trou­ 
ble between Austria and Servia. They 
are now at Milota, but seven miles dis­ 
tant.

On account of the wide prevalence 
of diphtheria in the state, the Ind­ 
iana board of health has issued a 
bulletin calling attention to the Ind­ 
iana sanitary school house law and 
quoting the new rales of the board 
of 
health 
governing 
quarantine, 
which declares that whenever there 
is aa outbreak of diphtheria iii any 
school the throat and nose of every 
pupil, teacher and every other person 
about the school shall be in fec ted 
and material taken for a bacterin- 
logical examination. 
“All children found to have sore 
th ro at/’ the r u le s say, 
“should be 
sent home immediately and not al­ 
lowed to return to school until prov­ 
ed by 
bacteriological 
examination 
not to have diphtheria bacilli in their 
throats. Every child not having sore 
throat should be allowed to remain at 
school until the bacteriological test 
shows them to he diphtheria ‘bacilli 
carriers.’ 
“If the epidemic is extensive a- 


moiig the children of a certain school 
immunizing doses of diphtheria anti­ 


toxin may be given to all and the 


building disinfected with formalde­ 
hyde. 
The diphtheria carriers ralli­ 


er than the premises should be quar­ 
antined. It is not necessary to quar­ 
antine other members of the family. 
Isolation of the carriers (children 
having diphtheria bacilli in throats 
without showing it) from the rest of 
the family is sufficient. 
The regular 
diphtheria quarantine 
card should 
not be used but the house should be 
carded as a warning to jiersons not 
members of the family as follows: 
‘Carrier of diphtheria here. 
Keep 
out.’ 
“Spray the nose and throat with 
a mild antiseptic such as hydrogen 
peroxide 5 per cent solution, Seilers’ 
solution of Dobels’ solution. 
These 
anti-septics can also be used as a 
gargle. 
The local application of 5 
per cent solution of silver nitrate, 
tincture of iodine, or 5 per cent so­ 
lution of 
gulacol in 
glycerine are 
sometimes necessary iii the protract­ 
ed cases. 
“The schools should not be closed 
during an epidemic of diphtheria for 
it makes the detection of mild cases 
of diphtheria and carriers almost im­ 
possible. 
Children should be forbid­ 
den the attending of church or vis­ 
iting public amusement places. 
Soc­ 
ial gatherings or parties for children 
I should not he allowed. 
| 
“The bacteriological laboratory of 
| the state hoard of health is prepared 
to make examinations of all swab­ 
bing** from the nose and throats of 
children suspected of earn in g diph­ 
theria bacilli and will furnish the 
necessary outfits to secure swabbing, 
free of charge upon application. By 
following 
these 
recommendations 
epidemics can he controlled from the 
beginning 
and 
without intel felling 
with the work of the school and cer­ 
tainly with a great decrease in the 
number of cases and danger of life.

General Michel Savoff, whose dar­ 
ing and victorious leadership is just 
now attracting worldwide attention 
has always enjoyed the reputation of 
being one of Bulgaria’s strong mea. 
Abroad his existence was hardly sus­ 
pected. but in his country people had 
been long accustomed to see in him 
the future commander in chief of the 
Bulgarian mobilized legions. 
Even before the distribution of t ic 
higher commands had been announced, 
public opinion laid already vested the 
supreme post in his bauds. 
For once 
-ivii aud military circles proved of out 
mind, and never was an appointment 
greeted with greater unanimity. 
To those who know the Bulgarin;

cord with the fitness bf things. During 
a period of some twenty-five years Gen­ 
eral Savoff had passed through a va­ 
riety of searching tests and had come 
out with an enhanced reputation.

As far back as ISSC, 
when he was still a youthful captain, 
the responsibilities of a general were 
thrust upon him, and as commander of 
the left wing of the Bulgarian army at 
the battle of Slivnitza he proved him­ 
self a brave leader and tactician. . 


B o m Leader of Men. 
A few years later, when the all pow­ 
erful Stain!*uloft was looking for a 
man t*» undertake the task of reorgan­ 
izing the Bulgarian army, his choice 
fell upou Sa volt. who as minister of 
war endowed the principality with a 
military force in conformity with all 
the modern requirements. 
Bulgaria uas then traversing stormy 
days, and dangers threatened the coun­ 
try on all sides. The ambition of the 
two ministers was to inaugurate an in­ 
dependent national policy, aud the suc­ 
cess of these efforts could only be in­ 
sured by making of Bulgaria a military 
factor that could not be safely neg­ 
lected. 
Soldiers were then also politicians, 
and General Savoff. who had quarreled 
wi*h the dictator, was temporarily 
driven into private life, dragging in his 
fall the omnipotent premier. 
Ho had. 
however, ii Hie his mark as a first rate 
organizer, 
md his reinstatement in 
1807 as conj mamie - of one of the ccid 
em divisions was an act of justi -e. 
Here he wi n to win fresh titles, which 
soon scour* d for him Ila* enviable posi­ 
tion of hen I of the military academy in 
Sofia. 
For a rn: a w ho was born a leader el 
men thor* con MI Ix* nothing more at­ 
tractive than tin* delicate mission of 
training future leaders, and to the per 
forma nee **f his new duties he brought 
the flame «• ithiislasm aud energy which 
had distinguished his former work. Af 
seemed to instill a new life into that 
institution and to impart to his pupil? 
the same restless activity which fo.■:le­ 
the princinl trait of his own charac.er 


M aker of Arm ies. 
In the meantime events had l*»-ei> 
fast developing in the B alkan, and 
doubts began to be expressed in rn ny 
quarters Hut tile Bulgarian army wa* 
not equal lo the work which it might 
any moment be called to undertake.

is second adminis­ 
tration laded some five years, which 
will always lie remembered as the moot 
fertile chapter in the history of the 
Bulgarian army. 
Every department of th at vast or 
ganization was overhauled from top 
to I nit tom. The armament of the troops 
w as repin cd by the latest patterns cl 
war weapons and engines, and entirely 
new service** were cavated. 
But th* greatest piece of creative 
work which General Savoff performed 
during tile se mid term of his ministry 
was undoi btmily the great military a d 
of 1904. which t * this day forms the 
basis of Bulgaria’s war force. 
For a 
parallel one will have to go to Prus­ 
sia’s military history after the Napo­ 
leonic wars. 
The comparison is not 
merely superficial, for in l*oth case? 
it was the si me idea which prompted 
a similar policy the recognition that 
the nations had historical problems tc 
solve and that this roiiid be aceom 
pushed only tty the force of arms.

cautions to the Credit Lyonnaise at 
Alexandria.

The bags were guarded by armed de­ 
tectives to the docks, where they were 
placed in the strong room of a steam er 
for Bremen.

LOST HIS FAVORABLE SEAT 


JACK JOHNSON’S NEMESIS 


Mrs. F. Cameron-Falconet, Whose 


Daughter W as In Fighter's Powsr. 


Ever Since Trial cf Alleged Dynami­ 
ters Began, Secretary of San Fran­ 
cisco Building Trades Council Had 
Teen Seated Directly Facing Jury 
and Judge Anderson Became Weary 
of His Perpetual Smile of Derision. 


Indianapolis, Nor 27.—Judge Ander­ 
son surprised the attorneys and jury. 
while Ort ie E. McManigal was under 
cro s-cxamination in the dynamiting 
ca < s, by ordering O. A. T veil mot. sec­ 
retary of the building trad* s council 
of San Francisco, removed from his 
seat at the table of the attorneys for 
the defense and placed among thY* de­ 
fendants. 
Marshal Schmidt complied 
with the order at once, and Judge An­ 
derson said: 
’ I have been observing 
his conduct for several days. 
He has 
been sitting with a smile of derision 
on his face when certain w itnesses are 
on the stand, and has been making 
demonstrations 
in 
the 
courtroom.” 
Tveitmoe had been sitting since the 
trial began, immediately in front of 
the jury. 
He is the most widely 
known and most influential labor lead­ 
er on the coast. 
After the marshal had placed Tveit­ 
moe 
among 
the 
other 
defendants 
Judge Anderson continued: 
‘‘I will 
say .'urther that T am not going to al­ 
low demonstrations in the courtroom 
from that defendant, such as I have 
seen from him. 
I am serving notice 
on him now.” 
Earl Reagan of Borw’vn. 111., former 
supe rintendent for William F. Still­ 
well of Lafayette, who had the gen­ 
eral contract for the erection of au 
addition to the French Lick Springs 
hotel, ow’ned by Thomas Taggart, tes­ 
tified that a binit two weeks before the 
explosion there. Fred Sherman, busi­ 
ness agent of the iron workers in In­ 
dianapolis. came to French Lick and 
demanded that union Iron workers be 
employed. 
Reagan said the steel con­ 
tract had been sublet to the Lafayette 
Engineering company, and he told 
Sherman to see the contractor. 
Sher­ 
man inquired, he said, if Taggart were 
at French Lick and was told that he 
was leaving on the next train. 
That the only thing which prevent­ 
ed the explosion from wrecking the 
big hotel, win re 500 guests were then 
quartered, was the fact that a new 
concrete floor had just been put in the 
addition, and that it had already “s e t,r 
wan testified by the witness. 
The ex­ 
plosive was placed under the floor. As 
the sides were open, the force of the 
explosion was largely exerted side­ 
ways. along the Hue of least resist­ 
ance. 
Windows in 
the old 
hotel 
were 
shattered, however, the, plastering in 
the room in which Reagan was sleep­ 
ing when the explosion took place be­ 
ing throwui down and the fixtures in 
the bathroom which adjoined his sleep­ 
ing room were shattered, h* testified. 
Immediately after the explosion, he 
said, union men were put to work. Ile 
said he saw Sherman at French Lick 
again about two weeks after the ex 
plosion. 
The cross-examination of McMani 
gal brought out little new evidence. 
hut 
it demonstrated the 
wonderful 
memory of the w itness Senator Kern. 
examining from notes, was frequently 
corrected by the witness as to dates 
and attem pts to confuse him were un­ 
availing. 
With the beginning of the ninth 
week of the trial United States Attor­

Authors’ association, fur­ 
nished th** basis en which the post­ 
office authorities conducted their in­ 
vestigation of the alleged book swin­ 
dle.

On** v. - .man who is well known in 
philanthropic circles in this city in­ 
vested $30.uoo in editions de luxe and 
is now suffering with nervous pros­ 
tration as a result of the exposures 
made in the suit.

When Bogie Raised by Austria Was 


Found to Have No Basis in Fact the 
Fears cf the Powers That They 
Should Be Plunged Into a General 
War Passed Away Over' Night and 
Peace Talk Began to Be Heard. 


Athens, Nov. 27.—The Austrian min- 


ister here has been instructed from 
Vienna to protest against the pillage 
and violence which, it is alleged, was 
committed by the Greeks at Salonika. 


London, Nov. 27.—Heir Prochas- 


ka, the Austrian consul at Prisrend, 
who has been missing ever since that 
town, was captured by the Servians, is 
safe, according to word received in 
Vienna. If this news is true there has 
ended an incident that might have 
done much to widen the breach be- 
tween Austria and Servia. 


Throughout all Europe there swept 


a feeling of relaxation. -The war scare 
died over night In all the capitals 
where the day before they were call- 
Ins extras that spelled "war" across 
their pages, men awakened to the fact 
that after all there was nothing much 
to fight about. A strip of aeacoast in 
faraway Albania, the desire of little 
Serria for an Adriatic seaport, and the 
Jealousy of Austria were surely not 
matters important enough to plunge 
all Europe into war. So the scare that 
had been used by stock manipulators 
for the most part died the death and 
there was nothing but talk of modera- 
tion on the streets and in the chan- 
cellories. 


In the meantime from the little town 


near the Tchataldja lines where the 
plenipotentiaries of Bulgaria and the 
allies have sat them down to talk of 
peace while the armies rest, comes 
scanty news. 


A statement that may have been au- 


thorized by the Bulgarian government 
has been telegraphed from Sofia. It 
says that Bulgaria is anxious to con- 
vince the world of the reasonableness 
of her earnest wish for peace. 
Bul- 


garia will be ready to make important 
modifications of the conditions. 
The 


Bulgars, says this statement, regard 
essentials as more important than 
forms, and are quite willing to spare 
the feelings of the Ottoman govern- 
ment as far as possible. 


Subject to certain conditions, the 


withdrawal of the troops from the 
Tchataldja lines might not be insisted 
upon and the present demand for the 
surrender of Adrianople might be mod- 
ified. If satisfactory guarantees were 
given that the garrison there would 
fight no more, the garrison might be 
allowed to march out. 


Thus the statement ends: "Believ- 


ing that the powers are sincerely de- 
sirous that peace be restored and 
maintained. Bulgaria and her allies 
are willing to do everything possible 
to bring about such a consummation." 


In diplomatic circles here it is said 


that Turkey has presented to the Bul- 
garian plenipotentiaries as a basis for 
an agreement acceptable to Turkey 
the following terms: 


First, no war indemnity. 
Second, the retention of all that ter- 


ritory belonging to Turkey In Europe 
bounded by the Meritza river, includ- 
ing the fortress of Adrianople. 


Third, the maintenance of the an- 


thorjty of the sultan in Albania. 


While they are talking of peace in 


the east, in Albania the Servian army 
is earning daily nearer to Durazzo, the 
seaport that .was the cause of the trou- 
ble between Austria and Servia. They 
are now at Milota, but seven miles dis- 
tant. 


A dispatch from Constantinople 


hints that if the Austrlans seize Dur- 
azzo ahead of the Servians or inter- 
fere with the Servian occupation ol 
that place, Russia may retaliate by oc- 
cupying Constantinople. 
The Rus- 


sians are holding a strong force on 
the frontier ready to enter Albania 
and protect the. Christians there 11

Bulletin on Sanitary School 


House Law. 


NEW RULES ON QUARANTINE 


All Children Found to Have Sore 


Throat Should be Sent Home 


At Once. 


On account of the wide prevalence 


of diphtheria in the state, the Ind- 
iana board of health has issued a 
bulletin calling attention to the Ind- 
iana sanitary school house law and 
quoting the new rules of the board 
of 
health 
governing 
quarantine, 


which declares that whenever there 
is an outbreak of diphtheria iu any 
school the throat and nose of every 
pupil, teacher and every other person 
about the school shall be inspected 
and material taken for a .bacterio- 
logical examination. 


"AH children found to have sore 


throat," the :-ules say, "should be 
sent home immediately and not al- 
lowed to return to school until prov- 
ed by bacteriological examination 
not to have diphtheria bacilli in their 
throats. Every child not having sore 
throat should be allowed to remain at 
school until the bacteriological test 
shows them to be diphtheria 'bacilli 
carriers.' 


"If the epidemic is extensive a- 


rnong the children of a certain school 
immunizing doses of diphtheria anti- 
toxin may be given to all and the 
building disinfected with formalde- 
hyde. The diphtheria earners rath- 


er than the premises should be 
antined. It is not necessary to qnar> 
antine other members of the fsmitjr. 
Isolation of -the carriers (children 
having diphtheria bacilli in throats 
without showing it) from the rest of 
the family is sufficient. The regular 
diphtheria quarantine card should 
not be used but the house should be 
carded as a warning to persons not 
members of the family as follows: 
'Carrier of diphtheria here. 
Keep 


out.' 


"Spray the nose and throat with 


a mild antiseptic such as hydrogen 
peroxide o per cent solution, Sellers' 
solution of Dobels' solution. These 
anti-septics can also be used aSs a 
gargle. The local application of 5 
per cent solution of silver nitrate, 
tincture of iodine, or 5 per cent so- 
lution of gulacol in glycerine are 
sometimes necessary in the protract-. 
ed cases. 


"The schools should not be closed 


dining an epidemic of diphtheria for 
it makes the detection of mild cases, 
of diphtheria and carriers almost im- 
possible. Children should be forbid- 
den the attending of church or vis- 


i iting public amusement places. Soe- 
iial gatherings or parties for children 
should not be allowed. 


"The bacteriological laboratory of 


the state board of health is prepared 
to make examinations of all swah- 
bings from the nose and throats of 
children suspected of carrying diph- 
theria bacilli and will furnish the 
necessary outfits to secure swabbing, 
free of charge upon application. By 
following 
these 
recommendations 


epidemics can lie controlled from the 
beginning and without interferring 
with the work of the school and cer- 
tainly with a great decrease in the 
number of eases and danger of life.

of San Francisco, removed from his 
seat at the table of the attorneys for 
the defense and placed among thfe de- 
fendants.

The two Farmers and Colonel Hart- 
ley, who is one of the salesmen of the 
de luxe dealers, were held In $5,000 
bail each for trial. Scott, who is also 
a salesman, was held in $2,500 bail. 


Facts revealed in the trial of the 


$50,000 suit brought "by Emma Bird, a 
wealthy widow of Salt Lake City, 
against the Farmers and the Anglo- 
American Authors' association, fur- 
nished the basis on which the post- 
office authorities conducted their in- 
vestigation of the alleged book swin- 
dle, 
which, according to Assistant 


United States Attorney Boyle, almost 
reached the ?r>,000.000 mark. 


One woman who is well known in 


philanthropic circles in this city in- 
vested $:;0.000 in editions de luxe and 
is now suffering with nervous pros- 
tration as a result of the exposures 
made in the suit. The foderal author- 
ities say she is in a percarious condi- 
tion and the revelation or her name 
probably wcild be a death blow to 
her.

their sales methods is shown by tha 
manner in which they are alleged to 
have induced Mrs. Henry F. Durant to 
invest over $100,000. Mrs. Durant, the 
aged wirlow of the founder of Welles- 
ley college, was told that the books of- 
fered for sale were indispensable to 
the \Vellesley library.
